in carts, driving animals and carrying 
goods on^their heads. 


The appearance of the battlefield tes- 


tified to the fierceness of Tuesday's 
fighting. The trees along the river, be- 
tween the lines, are almost torn down 
by bullets. 


HAD 
NO RESPONSIBILITY. 


O'Doa Was Hired as Coach, but Was Really 


Merely an Instructor. 


Cambridge, Mass., June 15.—The talk 


of Harvard college is the exit of Andrew 
O'Dea from Harvard rowing matters. 
To s^y that it was unexpected wouia 
hardly be the truth,.as it has long been 
evident to those who have visited th-e 
Harvard boathouse that the state of 
armed neutrality would not last very 
long. There are any number of matters 
that have brought about the breach. 
Student opinion, inclines to the view that 
O'Dea was never given a chance to 
really1 show what was in him. On the 
part of the Harvard rowing authorities 
they can say with all fairness that they 
have lived up to the letter of their con- 
tract, but in truth they have violated its 
spirit from very nearly tlie commence- 
ment of the season. 


To go back, Mr. O'Dea was tempted out 


of the west by. a larger salary as coach. 
When he reached Cambridge a contract 
was drawn up. In It it appeared that 
O'Dea was to be a coach of the Harvard 
crew, but it was early impressed upon 
htm that Storrow was to be the head 
coach. At first this was intended aa a 
mere formality, and' it was the full inten- 
tion of the authorities that O'Dea should 
be the real working coach. Training 
started, and soon a general feeling grew 
up that O'Dea w*s not the star1 that was 
expected, and from that time on the 
management commenced to live up to the 
letter of their contract, and little by little 
O'Dea wag shoved from his position as a 
possible workinff;*oach of the 'varsity 
crew into one of a mere instructor in 
rowing. Hi« failure to turn out a win- 
ning freshman crew settled the matter, 
and he never even went out in the 
'varsity launch to coacH. The 'varsity 
men were Instructed by him in matters 
of detail, but he had absolutely no say 
in the development of the Harvard 
«trolu. nor wu to* consulted

French Minister of Foreign Affairs 


Thanks Arbitrators for Accepting 


the Hospitality of His Country. 


Umpire Speaks About ' 


Peace Proceedings 


at the Hague, 


Paris June 15—The first formal meet- 


ing of the Venezuelan arbitration com- 
mission was held this morning. The 
weather'was cool. The commission was 
received by the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, M. Delcasse, and will use the 
rooms 
occupied 
by 
the 
Spanish- 


Amencan peace commission. It is a 
magnificently decorated room. 
The 


furniture is in red. The frames are 
gilt, and a large colored map of the 
disputed territory hangs on the wall. 


All together there are 46 persons con- 


nected, with the tribunal. Less than 
a d'oaen spectators, 
including 
Mrs. 


Harrison, were present. M. Delcasse 
addressed the tribunal in French. Ha 
•welcomed the arbitrators in behalf of 
the republic and thanked them for 
accepting the hospitality of France. 


Professor De Martens, umpire, res- 


ponded to the thanks and referred to 
the work being done at the Hague. He 
said the peace commission, sought not 


1 only to arrange- a settlement of con- 


flicts, but to avoidance of conflicts and 
expressed the hope that the, present 
tribunal may have the result of pro- 
moting the welfare and prosperity of 
the two countries interested. He then 
announced the rules of'the procedure. 


The arbitrators will meet every day 


except Sunday.

On May 1, 1854, Brunei and Scot- 


Jtussel began the'building of the Great 
Eastern at Milhvall, ou the north side 
cf the Thames, This immense ship will 
always be talked" about. She is a part 
of history, and, utilise the majority of 
ships which are 'dead and gone, she be- 
longs to time. 


Her length between perpendiculars 


was 680 feet and on the upper deck 692 
feet. The breadth of the hull was S3 
feet and from paddlebox tj> paddlebox 
118 feet The depth of this great ship's 
hull was 00 feet; the weight of the iron 
contained in her- hull, 8,000 tons, and 
the. weight of the Whole ship when 
fully laden, 25,00dr tons. Thus loaded 
ehe drew 30 feet,of water. Further 
statistics of h«r construction are curl- 
pus. Here was a ship held together by 
no less than 3,000,000 rivets. The plates 
which formed her were 30,000 ia num- 
ber, and each plate weighed about a 
third of a ton.

PASSION PLAY BY INDIANS. 


Profound Impreiiiom Made oa a 


Large Gathering at Nntive*. 


There was a great gathering of In- 


dians from 4*11 over" British Columbia 
at the mission near Vancouver, B. C., 
the other day. It was the occasion of 
the funeral of Mgr. Dnrieu, a Roman 
Catliplic bishop who has been in the 
west for many years and a pioneer mis- 
sionary among natives. 


Five thousand Indians gathered from 


all parts of the country, and the cere- 
monies were unique. Indian braves at- 
tended, all in dark clothes and wrapped 
in blankets. They lined up like a regi- 
ment in front of the church and went 
through the various chants, accom- 
panied by mysterious swayings, led by 
their chiefs. Then there were the death 
dance and other rites celebrated in In- 
dian fashion, some executed in" pro- 
found silence, while others were accom- 
panied by native dirges, says the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 


Taking advantage of the gathering, 


the Passion play "was enacted by na- 
tives. It made a profound impression on 
the Indian minds. A plaster form of a 
man was hoisted on a cross, and tha 
whole detail of the crucifixion was en- 
acted to impress the natives with the 
solemnity of the occasion, symbolic of 
the death of Christ. A spear was used 
to pierce the side of the pla&ter image. 
At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
image was taken down and removed, 
while the Indians were so carried away 
by religions enthusiasm that it was im- 
possible to administer the sacrament to 
aU those who applied.

NEW ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 


Three Scientists Will Explore Elle«> 


mere Land. 


A thoroughly equipped expedition 13 


about to start to explore a- corner of 
the frozen north. Its object will be that 
of scientific investigation. 


Dr. Robert Stein of the Unitei} States 


geodetic suivey, with two well known 
scientists, whose names are for certain 
reasons withheld, will soon embark 
from Sydney, N. S., for an extended 
exploration of the west coast of Elles- 
raere Land. They will go in the Hope, 
which has done ranch service in the 
arctic regions and is one of the ships 
of the Peary expeditions, says the New 
York Herald, 


The Hope will take supplies, to Peary 


at Bowdcin bay. She will retnrn in 
September, but Dr. Stein and bis com- 
panions will be left at Cape Sabine. 
The scientists who are going with Dr. 
Stein are a taxidermist from Boston 
and a physicist and naturalist from 
Cornell university. 
The party, will 


establish a station at Alexandria Haven, 
30 miles west of Cape Sabine. They 
have supplies for two years and do not 
expect to return until September, 1900. 


The main object of the expedition 


will be to trace the west coast of Ellea- 
mere Land, Collections will be made 
in natnral history, the geological fea- 
tures will be studied, meteorological ob- 
servations will be taken, dredgings v.jU 
be made if possible in thd surrounding 
seas and Eskimo remains investigated 
and collected. Collections will also be 
made in bctany, which baa never been 
attempted before. 


PROPOSED MISSION BOAT. 


One Now Building For Use on the At- 


lantic Const. 


Mr. O. E. Benn, originator of the 


plan to build a mission boat to ply 
among the Anglo-Saxon sailora of the 
Atlantic coast, teaching the word of 
God and giving the men an opportunity 
in a religious wayjhey conld not other- 
wise have, is in Washington in the in- 
terest of the project.

Harrisburg, June 15.—The Democratic 


state convention met here yesterday for 
the nomination of candidates for su- 
preme court judges and state treasuier. 
Two supreme court judges are to be 
elected in November, one to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Judge 
Williams and the other to succeed Chief 
Justice Sterritt, whose term of office ex- 
pires in January. Under the law no 
elector is entitled to vote for more than 
one candidate for the supreme court 
Judges'hip, and as there will be two 
elected, each of the great parties will 
get one. Governor Stone will probably 
appoint the Democratic nominee as spon 
as his nomination is certified to the state 
department. There are more than a score 
of candidates for the supreme court 
judgeship. 


Shortly after midnight the convention 


adjourned until today, without having 
accomplished the first and most im- 
portant piece of work cut out for them, 
namely, the selection of a candidate for 
supreme judge. 
The fight appears to 


have narrowed down to Judge Kennedy 
of Allegeny and Judge Yerkes of Bucks, 


The report of the resolutions com- 


mittee was unanimously adopted.

Mr. Haynes said that the conditions at- 
tached to the acquisition of the Sulu 
islands were different from those relat- 
ing to the remainder of the Philippines, 
which had been in the absolute posses- 
sion of Spain. He thought it was to. the 
interest of the government of the United 
States to establish a. system of govern- 
ment which would be productive of har- 
mony betwesn the Inhabitants of the 
islands and the protectors'". 


In doing this the prosperity of the na- 


tives and the personal welfare Of the 
eultan and the chiefs were all to bs 
considered. 
Under, the shadowy Span- 


ish dominion, the sultan had at various 
times indicated his desire for a Brit- 
ish protectorate, and had outlined what 
his expectations were.

Which he had outlined under the theory 
of a British protectorate which cannot 
be carried out under American sover- 
eignty. 
The scheme which is indicated

The indabitants. of the Sulus are said 
to be industrious, but they are widely 
scattered, and the rative chiefs de- 
mand and receive too large a proportion 
of the fruits of their labor. 


The reports from the Philippines, as 


received officially, are accepted, by the 
war department m \.\K customary "com- 
placent" spirit and are interpreted as 
"encouraging."

Originally the reports from Manila 


drew most hopeful views of the situa- 
tion, picturing a speedy quelling of the 
insurrection, and the extermination of 
the rebellious forces. The last reports 
content themselves with messages to the 
effect that our troops are in no danger. 


The war department scouts the sug- 


gestion that the Filipinos might become 
bold enough to attack the American 
lines and provoke a battle on open 
ground. Nothing better than that is de- 
sired. It is the very thing the Filipinos 
have avoided. If the Americans could 
only get at them the war would soon be 
ended. It is the old story, however, 
the rebels driven out »f one place, ren- 
dezvousing at another. No step yet 
taken has been of decisive character. 
There has been no crushing blow. 


The sending of reinforcements will be 


actively prosecuted. Transports from 
Manila will have to be called to San 
Francisco to do the work that will be 
required. There are but two transports 
available at San Francisco now, the 
Sheridan and Pennsylvania, as the St- 
Paul is to be taken out of commission. 
These are enough to make a start, but 
not enough to carry out all the plans of 
the department. 
The quartermaster 


general has been instructed to push mat- 
ters. The transports now at Manila are 
the Senator; Hancock, Warren and Mor- 
gan City. The Ohio and Newport are 
en route to San Francisco, but only 
started today. The Centennial, Grant 
and Sherman are en route to Manila.

THE REAL CUBA OF TODAY. 


A Man on the Spot Thinks It May Be a 


Quiescent Volcano ~ Demoralizing 


feet of the Rebellion Up 
the Labor and Resources 


oi the Island. 


I 


S CUBA at the present moment a qui- 
escent volcano,waiting for some echo 
of the Filipino insurrection to touch 


into activity those dormant forces which 
are now smoldering so ominously along 
the hills and valleys of this long dis- 
traught island? 


This, indeed, is a question which is 


today agitating official circles in both 
the United States and Cuba itself. Of 
late the Cuban situation seems to be 
very much like Hamlet's cloud—at one 
time it is the camel of peace, the next 
moment 'it is the weasel of war, and 
then again it is the whale of uncertain- 
ty- 
. 
One of England's most popular poets, 


who of late has gone into the moraliz- 
ing and prophesying business, has de- 
clared in one of his recent preachments 
that they who "take up the task of 
waiting in harness oh new caught sul- 
len peoples" in the end will win only the 
"blame of those they better and the 
hope of those they guard." 


The taking up of the white man's bur- 


den is certainly not child's play, as Un- 
icle Sam well enough knows, for long be- 
fore Kipling proffered his advice and 
.before an-American soldier ventured in- 


'to realize that this Cuba was once real- 
ly one of the richest and most pvoduc- 


i live islands on which sun ever shone 
| and rain ever fell. 


What is true of the rural districts of 


Cuba is also the case with the towns 
and cities. There remains only a with- 
ered stem of the once luxuriant flower 
of Cuban commerce. Trade is suspend- 
ed, and every one is looking anxiously 
to the future, vaguely hoping that 
American energy and ingenuity will of- 
fer some miraculous solution of the 
!problem. The native population stands 
about the streets and public places hun- 
gry and discouraged, and half starved 
children and women swoop down, vul- 
turelike, on every train that pulls into 


passionate desire for. "Liberty"—always 
with a capital L.—and this feeling may 
be described us a natural reaction fol- 
lowing after so many years of Spanish 
oppression. It is among the commercial 
and business circles that the desire for 
annexation is strongest. Property own- 
ers and the industrial classes in general 
profess to see the greatest future for 
Cuba in annexation with and under the 


i jurisdiction of the United States be- 
cause, obviously, of the stability of gov- 
ernment which would result from such 
a relationship. But the general classes 
of Cuba all seem hopelessly at sea'with 
regard to questions of politics. 


On economic questions, however, the 


people are pretty well agreed., Th6 fore- 
most and vital industries of the island 
are agricultural interests, and in these 
the Cubans find no opposition or rivalry 
among themselves. Spain for years did 
much to warp and depress certain fea- 
tures of these agricultural interests for 
her own selfish home interests and 
! strove to stimulate and build up artifi- 
cial business enterprises. In the first 
place, there is the labor problem. It 
was by the treaty of Vienna in 1815 that 
Spain agreed to the clause relating to 
the abolition of slavery in all her do- 
minions, but the Spaniard has always 
had the habit of making golden prom- 
ises and then straightway 
breaking 


them. 


Spain's slave trade, with all Its bar- 


baric cruelties, waa continued, and Cu- 
ba especially became the scene of this 


I and absolutely suspended the further 
I importation of slaves. 
| But the wily Spaniard was not to be 
! worsted. When the slave trade ceased, 
the traffic in coolies began. Shiploads 
! of these Chinese coolies were brought 
| over to Cuba under an eight year con- 
tract and were \pracf it-ally sold to any 
plantation ownp*' who would caije to 
buy them. The price per man ranged 
from $400 to $500. The treatment of these 
contract laborers was quite as atro- 
cious as that of the negro slaves, and 
at last the Chinese government, slow 
enough to take action in all such things, 
was aroused into prohibiting the ex- 
portation of any more such cooly labor 
to Cuba. 
To work oneself, of course, was an 


undying dishonor. Then Spanish peas- 
ants of the lowest type were brought 
over and unintelligent Canary island- 
ers, but these quarreled with the native 
Cuban laborers, and it began to dawn 
on the wealthy planter that he could 
not secure men to till his lands and op- 
erate his mills. 


The shortage of labor brought about 


from the long Idle .Island. The Idea that 
workmen can" Be" herded together like 
cattlft in a sned and driven with whips 
and curses and fed so much fodder like 
so much live stock is not exactly the 
American method of looking upon "The 
Man With the Hoe." The introduction 
of education, of religion, of humanity, 
will irresistibly follow the advent of the 
stars and stripes, and with them will 
come a new and different way of look- 
ing upon labor. 'It is in this way, it la 
believed by those most fitted to judge, 
that the labor problem which now looms 
up on the horizon of Cuban history of 
the future will be solved. 


But before that is .done there is one 


thing that must be brought about, and 
brought about speedily—that is a more 
sane and sanitary condition of the 
towns and cities of this too long be- 
nighted country. The United States, 
one is proud to say, has tackled this 
stupendous question with the most com- 
mendable promptness and vigor. The 
work of such men as the late Colonel 
Waring and that work which is even 
now going on so busily under the Amer- 
ican officials of the department of san- 
itation shows that we are realizing that 
the greatest enemy to Cuban prosperity 
and happiness is not her long maligned 
climate, but the fetid slums and fllth 
which Spanish misgovernment, venali- 
ty and negligence left as a deadly, dow- 


seven months of the year 1898 there 
were 17,760 deaths out of a population of 
about 200,000. American visitors in Ha- 
vana who have moved about the city 
and looked merely upon the surface of 
things there and seen the beautiful 
parks and the brilliant cafes and the 
tree lined drives, with theic pleasure 
loving crowds dressed in natty white 
duck and clean lln^g""*an(P1ndolently 
smoking dainty lime cigarettes, have 
by no means seen the true side of Cu- 
ban life. Although the family life of 
the best class of Cubans is more or less 
wholesome and pleasant, there is al- 
ways the haunting fear of the deadly 
yellow fever, malaria arid the dozen and 
one afflictions which arise from a mias- 
ma laden soil. For centuries Havana 
has been haunted by its bad smells, and 
it cannot be expected that in one day a 
filth saturated soil is going to take on 
the pleasant odors of a spring flower 
before even its streets are'all scraped 
down. When a man's sense of smell is 
offended, it is very hard for his remain- 
ing senses to be given over to unre- 
served enjoyment, and his pleasures are 
unsatisfactory while his nasal organ is 
still in revolt. So never, one might say, 
has the Spaniard or the wealthy Cuban 
been wholly at ease in the midst of his 
gilded metropolitan life. 


What the Americans have already 


done for Santiago and are now doing- 
for Havana still remains to be done for 
the smaller and lesser known towns 


^throughout the island. General Ludlow 
1 has energetically taken up the work left 
] unfinished by the tragic and ironical 
death of Colonel Waring, and when the 
sanitary conditions are such that a 
town need no longer be covered by a 
warning contagion flag there will still 
be plenty to do in the form of roadmak- 
ing,1 bridge building and school estab- 
lishing. In this latter item in, recon- 
struction work great progress has al- 
ready been made, but the native Cuban 
is stubborn material upon which to 
work. The lower class Cuban, with his 
stunted idea of moral and civic respon- 
sibility, sees no reason why he should 
not send two of his children to a public 
school and get them out of the way for 
the day even though three remaining 
children are ill at home with measles or 
some other even more infectious :disease. 
With good roads and good schools, good 
courts must go along as a natural ac- 
companiment. General Brooke is now 
struggling with this problem, and ev- 
erything is as promising in a judiciary 
sense as it'is in a sanitary -way. 


One important branch of work being 


carried on hers which it would be a

to Cuba or the Philippines this country 
had had its own little troubles with the 
red man and the negro slave and had 
learned ;a few^ lessons in dealing with 
;'sullen peoples." 


But ^yjg/question which is now piiz- 


^ziirtg the statesmen of this country is, 


Will or will not -Cuba prove a territo- 
rial Cordelia with a generous Lear in 
the person of President McKinley? 


In that island which lies just to the 


south of our republic we are at present 
reaping the aftermath of war. It is 
true that'the arms of a portion of the 
Cuban soldiery have at last been laid 
down, a part of the army duly paid 
off 
and a more satisfactory state 


of affairs brought about, but the re- 
construction of Cuba is still a per- 
plexing problem'. General Gomez is still 
an unknown quantity, and opinion is 
still strongly divided as to whether he 
is a patriot or an adventurer. There 
are still a number of native hotheads 
who are ready enough to talk of armed 
resistance to-the United States, and the 
actual dispersal of the different guer- 
rillalike bands of soldiers which are al- 
ways a menace to peace and established 
authority has not been as complete as 
might have been desired. Careful in- 
vestigation into the actual condition of 
the island by the special commissioner 
for the United States has revealed the 
fact that this newly acquired insular 
territory is in an even less promising 
condition than Americans had been led 
to believe. Never before has the deso- 
lating hand: of war been laid so heavily 
on a once beautiful and prosperous 
country. Diseases and exposure, want 
and starvation, battle and slaughter, 
all united, have wiped out no less than 
one-third of the entire population. A 
great number of those who have es- 
caped death have been so enfeebled in 
body or crippled in fortune that they 
are unable to go back to their former 
labors, whatever those labors may have 
been, whether in the tobacco field or the 
sugar plantation. In fact, the mills and 
factories which once formed the centers 
of insular activity and energy and made 
Havana the seventh commercial city of 
the world have mostly been burned and 
Destroyed, and these old time laborers 
could not now go back if they were able. 
The wfiole island, in fact, is a picture of 
the most complete desolation. 
Where 


large herds of cattle once grazed* where 
sugar mills were kept busy and work- 
men toiled.' in the sun steeped fields, 
thWe is now to be found nothing but 
silence and ruin, and it is hard indeed 


a town and clamor for bread and mon- 
ey. Along these railway^ lines them- 
selves station houses have been burned, 
tracks torn lip, bridges destroyed and 
freight cars appropriated for habita- 
tions: Shadows olrwhat once-were uni- 
formed soldiers stand about dilapidated 
blockhouses in discontented looking 
and wobegone groups. 
The island 


seems like an'empty husk from which 
the last drop, of. vitality and life has 
been squeezed. 


This, then, is the country which Un- 


cle Sam is to reconstruct! These are 
the people whose burdens we are taking 
and up to whom we are giving our $3,- 
000;000 in good American money simply 
as a sop thrown to a military Cerberus. 


Whatever ultimate form the govern- 


ment of Cuba may assume, the respon- 
sibility for the regeneration of that war 
swept country and the question of it« 
commercial and industrial reconstruc- 
tion must rest with us Americans who 
have already shown ourselves as not 
incapable of facing dark problems. It 
is of cpurse just before the dawn that 
the night seems darkest, .and if the task 
of cauterizing old standing Spanish cor- 
ruption sores seems a thankless under- 
taking just at the present there are al- 
ready "signs that better things are on 
the way for Cuba and her people. 


During the laying down of arms by 


the native soldiers -there have been 
many expressions of dissatisfaction and 
many disturbing-scenes, but' the idie 
soldier, steeped in the vagabondage of 
a few years of guerrilla warfare, is 
scarcely to be taken as a1 criterion of 
native feeling as a whole. The more in- 
dustrious native who has no chance of 
making his voice' heard in'the general 
clamor is tired'of unrest and anarchy 
and warfare and is glad to welcome a 
power that will bring about a morn or- 
dered state of affairs. In fact, there are 
today no less than'three distinct polit- 
ical parties in Cuba, the first'of which 
might be said'lo favor absolute and im- 
mediate annexation to the 
United 


States; the second party, which advo- 
cates nominal independence under an 
American protectorate, and. a third 
class, who arc crying for'immediale and 
unconditional independence. There can- 
not, of course, be said to exist in Cuba 
any particular a'nd well defined plan for 
the reorganization of the island to 
which any oiie large section of the pop- 
ulation amicably agrees. Each class 
has its own panacea, and in each there 
is a natural touch of selfish interest. 
There is a general ill denned but no less 


grave oversight to. fail to. mention is 
the relief work done by the Red Cross 
and other American charitable organ- 
izations. Miss Clara Barton is carry- 
ing out plans for a system of children's 
hospitals in the principal towns of the 
island, and trained nurses are" already 
arriving in Cuba to take charge of pro- 
spective patients. 
» 


So, after all, even though the white 


man's burden is not a light one, if the 
same progress that has been made in 
the past can be claimed for the future 
the fate of Cuba need cause no concern 
among American sympathizers,

pernicious traffic in human beings. 
Slave trading in Cuba was a. flourishing 
and profitable business, but- it -in time 
assumed such awful proportions that 
England, finding that Castilian pledges 
were not of the slightest avail, offered' 
Spain $2,000,000 in cold cash as a sort of' 
compensation to the owners of Havana 
"slave factories" if the traffic in ihuman 
flesh and blood would be discontinued. 
England's trade with Cuba at'that time 
was proportionately greater than that, 
of other. European countries, so Spain 
coolly took over the money and went on 
with her slave trade, simply warning, 
the professors of the nefarious vocation, 
to keep an eye open for British in-psct- 
ors and inquisitive men-of-war. Their 
tricks to obvia.te the fulfillment of their 
agreement were many and cunning, and 
the slave trade continued. 
Naturally 


so long as this condition prevailed there 
was no labor trouble in the island of 
Cuba. The land was rich, labor came 
cheap, and the growing of sugar cane 
and the running of a sugar mill were 
very easy undertakings—at least, very 
easy for the planter. But it did not 
take long for his day of general demor- 
alization to come about. While he ac- 
quired wealth and his children- were 
usually educated abroad and spent their 
tiine and money abroad as well, the 
condition of the unfortunates who did 
the actual work on the plantations con- 
tinued to grow worse and worse. It was 
not until 1869 that England succeeded 
in putting a stop to this state of affairs 


business depression, and today Cuba is 
in precisely the condition of a huge fac- 
tory or a- huge farm without hands to 
carry on the humdrum toil that is 
there waiting for the laborer. His ex- 
periences as a soldier of fortune have 
unfitted the native Cuban for the mo> 
notonous life of a day laborer. As 
things now are in Cuba a worker-during 
the summer months receives for field 
labor- on the sugar plantations about 
Si7- a "month. Out of this he must pay 
atleast $7.50 a month for trie cost of liv- 
ing, 
and living in no luxurious manner 


at that. His day begins at 4 in the 
morning and lasts until S at night. His 
food is of the coarsest, and his accom- 
modations are such as might, be given 
to cattle in this country. 


It is such facts and such conditions as 


these that the American reconstructor 
of Cuba has to face when he undertakes 
the regeneration of this unfortunate is- 
land. Mr. Robert Porter, the special 
commissioner for the United States, 
who made a long and exhaustive inves- 
tigation into actual conditions in the is- 
land, has come to the decision that it is 
to the American negro that we are to 
look for the future salvation of Cuba. 
The negro, he thinks, will become thfe 
Cuban workman of the future. 
With 


the establishment of the new rule and 
the new order of. things there will come 
a new respect for the workman, and the 
degradation of labor, so completely and 
absolutely effected by the aristocratic 
Spaniard, will be gradually eliminated 


ry to the coming owners of the island. 
So putrid is -the harbor of Havana that 
enlightened captains will not, except in 
cases of absolute necessity, drop an an- 
chor into its slimy bottom, for if- that is 
don'e the anchor must be cleansed-and 
disinfected'before it can be stowed on 
board ship again.

THE GOOD IN TRUSTS, 


Rev W L Tenney's Address on Social 


Conditions Delivered in Pittsfield 


The subject of u'USUwas considered 


to som* extent in the addi€see» at the 
meeting of the Congregational club in 
Pittflfield Tuesday evening, briefly re- 
ported In thia paper yesterday. Rev. 
Mr. Mallory of Lfnox condemned the 
trutts, calling them 
the "industrial 


juggernaut." 
Rev. Vf. L. Tenney of 


this city took a somewhat different 
view of the subject in his address. He 
looked upon trusts as something to be 
converted m tiitia to an organization in 
the interests of the people. 


Mr. Tsnney said in part: "Every 


law urnn our statute books which has 
ivsti'icli-d the Mmploymsnt of child lahor 
ris made necessary tho erection of san- 
ituiy 
U'ctc-ics and tenements, 
has 


irwd'.' employers responsible for damage 
dona to their employes, has restricted 
the hours of labor, every such law is an 
expression, partial and imperfect in- 
dtecl, ot the Christian ideal which is yet 
to dominate tha state. When we con- 
sider the radical difference between the 
condition of lahor m Massachusetts 
or in Great Britain today and 
the < 


conditions of labor 60 years ago we 
cannot but cherish the faith that a bet- 
ter and, biightcr day is already dawn- 
ing. Labor his undoubtedly been bene- 
fited by organization, a.nd its recogni- 
tion ct its c\\n solidarity is but a step 
I balisve toward the recognition of the 
solidarity of the interests of employer 
and employe. 


"Many of the evife of competition have 


been lessened through the organiza- 
tion of the trust and while at first in 
the over-capitalization of sra many of 
the recently organized trusts we see 
that which appears the very opposite 
of the humane spirit, we cannot but 
believe that there is in the trust the 
germ of a happier industrial and com- 
mercial life. A life in which labor will 
find stsadier employment through the 
abolition of toolish and 
unnecessary 


competition and in which the people 
as a whole shall take upon themselves 
the functions which are now assumed 
by the few. Certainly no people of a 
Saxon stock will long consent to be the 
slaves of any trust and yet such is 
the common sense of the, Saxon stock 
that we may well believe that the trust 
will but give way to an organization 
in which the people instead of being 
'slaves shall for the first time be mas- 
ters and free. 
"When we read that over $450,000,- 


000 of dollars are represented in co- 
operative 
establishments already in 


successful operation in Great Britain, 
when we read Henry Lloyd's account 
of co-operation in profit sharing in Ire- 
land, when we turn to the almost ideal 
story of the relationship between the 
Dayton Cash Register Co., and its em- 
ployes, finding in the factory, in the 
social life of the people in their artis- 
tic homes that which satisfies not only 
our moral but our aesthetic ideals, 
when we find an employer of labor 
like Mayor Jones of Toledo, loved by 
his 
workng-men, 
revered 
by 
the 


masses, showing that a man who runs 
for office and stands upon the golden 
rule is stronger than all his opponents 
standing upon merely partisan plat- 
forms, when we mark these manifesta- 
tions of a spirit of brotherliness a,nd 
nf co-operation, ^e have reason 
to 


hope for the future. In the coming 
century a more perfect solution of the 
labor problems will be .possible be- 
cause of this humane spirit in our in- 
dustrial world manifested today in 
so many tangible forms today in 
the new importance which is given 
from, this time to the industrial ques- 
tions which are at the same time moral 
and ethical.
